retary, to say it was on. 


“T thought about it, and 
decided that a week was 
just not long enough to pre- 
ec the team, so on the 

‘ednesday I notified the 
Federation that I couldn't 
accept the position.” 


Aulden Brown, secretary 
of the NSW Federation, 


said there had been a delay 
in confirming New South 
Wales’ entry, due to finan- 
cial difficulties, and at one 
stage they weren't entering. 


But there was a change of 
mind two weeks ago on the 
Tuesday, and Abonyi was 
then approached to take 
charge. 


After Abonyi’s resigna- 
tion, Ray Smirthwaite, the 
Auburn coach, was ap- 
pointed on the Friday, and 
the first training session 
was held last Monday — 
exactly one week before 
the start of the champion- 
Ships in Canberra.

If we “nag” about not winning in Auckland 
and if the New Zealanders do the same, because 
they lost a point at home against Australia and 
away from home in Taiwan with the 0-0 draw, 
what should the English do about their defeat 
against Spain 2-1, and the 0-0 draw with 
Rumania, at their home ground — Wembley? 

I believe we need positive thinking on how to 
face the good and bad performances of our team, 
without sensationalising from the first result. 

The New Zealand team, as we saw on TV and 
as shown by the 0-0 draw with Taiwan, is not as 
good a team as we first thought. 

New Zealand’s confidence will be low now- 
-TheKiwis will also be very tired after playing in 
Fiji,Taiwan and Jakarta.Their chances of win- 
ning on Saturday and qualifying for the final play 
offs seem very remote. 

Let us put aside our pessimism and criticisms, 
and let us look at, the press, administrators, 
players and supporters all together — how we 
shall all participate each in his own way, to see 
our hopes fulfilled for our team to participate 
next year in Madrid.
